then rode off. Carroll, who was felled to 
the ground by the b uckshot received in his 
neck, raised himself and fired b oth b arrels 
at his retreating enemies, killing one of 
their hories. 
Carroll then fell again, and, 
say ing:

them all right and I am willing to die,” 
gave a g« sp and was dead.

FISHERY UNPLEASANTNESS. 


M ea ning o f u T o uch a nd T ra de P erm it—

W as hingt on 
C it y , May i u —The capture 
of the Gloucester fishing schooner David J. 
Adams in Digby Basin by the Dominion 
steam er Lana lowne, which has since towed 
her to S t John, is likely,to bring the fishery 
trouble* to an issue. 
And yet in one respect 
the cas.* of the Adams is doubtless not 
ex actly w hat the Gloucester men would like 
to select to stand upon. 
D uring the recent 
fishery debate in the senate Mr. F rye took 
the ground that in order to be able to buy 
bait and ice in the C anadian porta, nothing 
was nee led by our Am erican fisherman 
ex cept a “touch and trade” permit. This is a 
perm it, given by the collector of the port 
from which the vessel departs, to touch 
a t any foreign port and tra d a 
The British 
authorities, of cours*e deny the efficacy of 
any domestic statute of tha t sort to set aside 
the specific provisions of the treaty of H I8, 
declaring tha t “the Am erican fisherman 
shall be adm itted to enter such bays or 
harbors for the purpose of shelter and of re­ 
pairing dam ages therein, 
of purchasing 
wood and obtaining water, and for no other 
purjioso w hatever.” 
B ut be this as it m ay, 
Senator Frye declared it to be an absolute 
necessity for Am erican fishermen, if they 
would be secure, to take the touch and fcraie 
perm it 
It seems to be adm itted tha t the 
D avid J. Adams was w ithout one, a n l 
hence the case raised with regard to her 
m ay not be the strongest possible one. 
In 
fact, according to Senator Frye, she can 
not count on im m unity, or the degree oi 
protection our governm ent m ight otherwise 
be able to accord to her. 
It is possible tha t some other fishing ves­ 
sels have neglected, like the Adams, to take 
out this permit. 
Undoubtedly the lack will 
now be hastily supplied, so far as possible, 
since they m ust desire to show tha t they 
obey the laws of the governm ent in ap­ 
pealing for its protection. 
Meanwhile, per­ 
haps the practical iwue can be raised, in 
the case of the Adams, as to the m eaning 
and the binding force of the ex clJ9 ory pro ­ 
visions in the trea ty of 1818. 
It is adm itted 
tha t the great question first to be settled is 
as to the rig ht to enter the C anadian ha r­ 
bor« for bait and ice. 
A t worst, however, 
there is no law a ga inst transferring these 
articles to America n rewttls beyond the 
three-mile lim it, a nd tha t is not a very dis­ 
ta n t one for the people who are anx ious to 
sell them.
